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SOVIET ANALYSIS OF NATIONAL TENSIONS ON CYPRUS

[Text] Cyprus’ internal problems are of an acute nature primarily in connection 
with the specific features of the ethnic composition of the island's population and 
the imperialist NATO powers’ use of the ethnic conflict. According to the 1965 cen- 
sus figures, 463,000 Greek Cypriots and 108,000 Turkish Cypriots lived on Cyprus. The 
composition of the population has changed considerably at different stages of Cyprus's 
history. Originally, according to the 1571 census carried out by the sultan's 
authorities immediately after the capture of Cyprus, 180,000 persons--150,000 local 
inhabitants and the %,000-strong Turkish garrison--were recorded on the island. In 
subsequent years approximately 29,000 peasants, who, together with the servicemen, 
constituted the basis of the Turkish community, which became the second biggest after 
the Greek ethnic group, were forcibly resettled from Anatolia. The struggle for 
independence contributed to the growth of the national self-awareness of the Cypriots 
of Greek and Turkish extraction, which was promted by unity of historical destiny 
and common territory and traditions. It is not fortuitous that citizens of the 
Republic of Cyprus are called not in accordance with ethnic characteristic (Greeks 
or Turks) but with the name of the cowtry--Cypriots. If mention is made of their 
ethnic origins, it is merely as a point of amplification (Greek Cypriots, Turkish 
Cypriots). 


Pan-Cypriot unity is an actual fact which is opposed by the attempts of nationalist 
elements of the Greek and Turkish communities to substitute for the “single Cypriot 
people” concept that of the "“age-long allegiance” of the island's inhabitants to 
this nation or the other of the country of origin--Greece or Turkey. 


British colonialism , which ruled the isiand for about two centuries, took advantage 
of these views. The British administration resorted to a policy of “divide and 
rule," whose targets were the two national communities--Greek and Turkish. The more 
widely the national liberation movement spread, the more frequently the colonial- 
is«s provoked intercommumal strife, while British diplomacy embroiled Greece and 


Turkey in the Cyprus question. 


The antagonism implanted from outside intensified under the impact of sociopolitical 
and economic factors. The Turkish commmity was historically smaller and consider- 
ably weaker economically than the Greek. Por example, according to data of the 














British adminietra-ion, in 1957 Greek Cypriots owned more than 80 percent of all 
effective land, the Turkish Cypriote approximately 17 percent. Private real estate 
belonging to the Greek community wae valued at 22 million pounde eterling, that of 
the Turkish community at 3.3 million.! Greeb Cypriots basically constituted the 
comercial-industrial bourgeoisie on Cyprus and had close ties to Greece's business 
circles. As the Greek research echolar Z. Stavrinidie observed, the leading economic 
positions of the Greek community played an important part in determining the nation- 
alistic course toward the “Wellenization" of Cyprus, which was expressed in the slog- 
an of Enosie (Cyprue's association with Greece) and which japlied the Turkish com 
minity's relegation to a position of subordinate minority. 


The slogan of Enogis naturally scared the Turkish Cypriote not only by the danger of 
being assimilated but also by the prospect of British oppression being replaced by 
Greek oppression. The Turkish Cypriots were put on their guard particularly by the 
activity of the National Organization for the Struggle for Freedom [sic] (BOKA), 
which was set up in 1955 by the Greek general, G. Grivas, although from the firet 

day of ite existence it gave assurances in special appeals to the Turkish commmnity 
that it intended no hostile actions against Turkish Cypriots. Apprehension was 
aroused by the extreme Greek nationalist platform of thie organization, which ad- 
mitted to its ranks exclusively supporters of Enosis belonging to the Orthodox Church. 


As a counterweight to EBOKA, the Turkish nationalist Volkan organization, which di- 
rected ite terrorist acts against 4llEnosis supporters, was set up. Simultaneously, 
in the mid-1950's, the slogan Taksim (Cyprus's partition into Greek and Turkish 
parts) was put forward as a version of solution of the Cyprus question alternative 
to Enosis. 


The Zurich-London agreements of Britain, Greece and Turkey on Cyprus (1959) failed 
to regulate the mechanism of intercommunal relations. Although they granted the 
island independence and determined the basis of its state structure, these documents 
at the same time seriously restricted the sovereignty of the Republic of Cyprus. 
Furthermore, many articles of the Cyprus Constitution, which was drawn up by British 
experts on the basis of these agrements, artificially counterposed the Greek popu- 
lation to the Turkish population. Thus the constitution provided for the right of 
veto of the Greek president and Turkish vice president, separate voting for members 
of the House of Representatives from the two communities for the promulgation of 
laws, separate municipalities and judicial proceedings, percentage correlation of 
employees in the state administrative authorities (70 percent Greek Cypriots, 30 
percent Turkish Cypriots) and the army and police (60 percent and 40 percent respec- 
tively) and so forth. 


It was precisely these circumstances which prompted Makarios, president of the Re- 
public of Cyprus, taking as a basis the will of the overwhelming majority of the 
population, which demanded consolidation of the young state, to call on W November 
1963 for both communities to reach agreement on changes in certain articles of the 
constitution which were preventing the normal functioning of the state and creating 
intrinsic intercommunal strife. With the support of NATO circles the extreme »,- 


tionalist elements of both communities responded to this appeal with the instiga- 


tion of intercommunal conflicts. In December 1963 they provoked armed clashes 
between the Greek and Turkish Cypriots. After the military coup in Greece in 











April 1967, the interference of the “black colonele" regime in the internal affaires 
of the Republic of Cyprus increased and in November-December 1967 led to a new 
exacerbation of intercommunal hostility. 


The representatives of the Turkish community quit the government in 1963 and have 
not taken part in the work of the House of Representatives and other state inetitu- 
tions since. A “Provisional Turkish Administration,” which assumed the functions of 
the Turkish community's executive organ of power, was set up in 1967. 


Thue the intention of the imperialist circles, which had contributed to the conclu- 
siva of the Zurich-London Cyprus agreements, became clear. Thier intention amounted 
to replacing the basic conflic:-<the confrontation between Cyprus's national lLiber- 
ation forces and London's colonial policy--with intercommunal hostility. Under the 
specific conditions of Cyprus the conflict between the communities became a perm- 


ment phenomenon . 


Analyzing intercommunal relations in the time of the Republic of Cyprus's independ- 
ence, two periodiof their exacerbation may be highlighted in general term. The 
first chronologically covers the events from 1963 through 1967 and is characterized 
by a growth of separatist tendencies leading to the consolidation of the communi- 
ties. The second period begins in 1974, &' ~ there was an antigovernment putech on 
the tsland followed by the invasion of Turkey‘s expeditionary corps. 


The latter is still on the island and insures the actual partition of the country 
along ethnic lines. 


Although each period differs appreciably from the other in content and determinable 
depth of intercommunal rupture, they are basically a consequence of the sequence of 
crises inspired by NATO agents on the island in the shape of extremist elements in 
the Greek and Turkish communities. 


Domestic and foreign reaction armed itself with the ethnic factor for the purpose of 
doing away with an independent, sovereign and territorially integral Cyprus and 
turning it into a military-strategic beachhead of NATO in the Mediterranean and the 
Near East. Evaluating the country's domestic political situation in the cime of 
independence, E. Papaioannou, general secretary of the Cyprus Progressive Working 
People's Party (AKEL), summed up the negative aspects thus: "The peace-loving peo- 
ple of Cyprus, who aspire to progress, have been unable to take full advantage of 
this period for constructive efforts geared to the development of their motherland. 
The imperialists’ plot is based on an endeavor to split the Cypriot peopleby way of 
various pressures and interference. They (the imperialists) have resorted to sub- 
versive activity and the —— of national dissension between the Greek and Turk- 
ish populations of Cyprus." 


The process of the broadening of intercommunal contradictions developed under the 
impact of the “Hellenism” and pan-Turkism bourgeois-nationalist doctrines int roduced 
to the island from Greece and Turkey respectively. The supporters of “Hellenism” 
believe that all Greeks represent a single nation and should for this reason reunite 
within the framework of the former Byzantine Empire. They regard Enosis as the 
Cypriot element of this doctrine. The extremism of the “Hellenists"” is expressed in 














the dilemma: “either Cyprus as a whole is united with Greece or catast cope awaits.'4 
The ideologiets of pan-Turkiem dream of the creation of a "Great Turkey" uniting 

all the world's Turkic-speaking peoples. Their maximalist slogan was and remains 
"Kibris tuerkeur" ("Cyprus is Turkish").> 


However, the policy of dissociating Cypriots along national and territorial lines was 
organically coutradicted by the demographic specifics of Cyprus. A singular feature 
was the fact that Cypriote of the two ethnic groups were extensively and randomly 
ecattered all over the teland. Pointing to this peculiarity of Cypriot reality, 
Lord Radcliffe, a British specialist in the field of constitutional law, to whom the 
idea of Takeim belongs,wrote: “There is no precise territorial delineation between 
the communities, and the forcible transfer of the Cypriots is the sole method of 
creating such a delineation. Under these conditions the pan-Turkists directed 
their activity mainly at segregating the population and creating special Turkish 
enclaves and keeping the Turkish Cypriots in them. A report of the UN secretary 
general observed that “the leadership of the Turkish community should take certain 
steps in terme of softening ite policy, which is preventing the free movement of 
Turkish Cypriots to areas beyond the bounds of their control."/ 


The ban on movement was implemented by severe methods. According to a circular 
issued in the Turkish community, Turkish Cypriots without special permission were 
prohibited from entering the Greek sector. Persons disobeying the order had to pay 
a fine of 25 pounds sterling or were liable to imprisonment. A fine was also im- 
posed on those who — into contact with Greek Cypriots and who stood trial be- 
fore the Greek Cypriots. 


In his report of 15 June 1964 the UN secretary general declared: “Restriction of 
the Turkish Cypriots’ freedom of movement beyond their own areas is also dictated 
by political considerations, namely, an endeavor to reinforce the belief that the 
two most igporta@mt communities of Cyprus cannot live in peace without some geographi- 
cal partition of the island or other."9 The subsequent report of 10 June 1965 said: 
"The T rkish Cypriot leaders have adopted a firm posicion against any measures 
which might lead to members of both communities living and working together or which 
might confront the ae Cypriote with the need to recognize the authority of 
government officials.” 


As a result the two national communities grew increasingly far apart from each other, 
mutual insults piled up and mistrust and estrangement increased. The problems dis- 
sociating the citizens of the one republic accumulated. Whereas in the young 
state's first years the intercommunal contradictions were confined to tax policy and 
municipal issues, they broadened after each successive flareup of the crisis, ex- 
tending to the spheres of socioeconomic and political life. The conflicts of the 
1960's and the economic boycott of the Turkish community introduced in these periods 
exacerbated the problems of distribution of public funds. The payment of all so- 
cial benefits was halted even for Turkish Cypriots who had the right to a retirement 
pension and widows and orphans. 


A report of the UN secretary general said that “there has been no success in extend- 
ing the regulations adopted in March 1966 on the payment of pensions to the aged and 
to widows which are in effect mainly in the Nicosia sector, and the Turkish Cypriots 
in smaller areas such as Pamagusta, Larnaca, Paphos and Lefka are not, with a few 
exceptions, receiving these benefits."11 














It cannot be claimed, however, that the process of segregation, with al. ite grave 
consequences for the population, occurred automatically, without encountering reaiat- 
ance on the part of the Cypriots. Patriotic circles in both the Greek and Turkish 
communities recognized the danger of the propaganda of “Helleniem" and pan-Turkiew 
for the further fate of the state. 


Particwar anxiety was caused by the subversive activity of officers of the Athens 
junta. <A purge of the machinery of estate of extremist elements was carried out at 
the decision of the Council of Ministers. Dozens of terroriste--supportere of Gen- 
eral Grivas--were arrested. But, a8 subsequent events showed, these measures proved 
manifestly inadequate. 


The vicious policy of the extremist leaders of the Turkish community was seriously 
criticized. Inaletter to Turkish Prime Minister H. Urguplu of 12 July 1965 K. 
Tajir, president of the Union of Turkish Cypriots in London, decisively opposed the 
policy of partition and advocated a positive and realistic approach to the Cyprus 
problema. Through its leaders, N. Seferoglu and I. Aziz, the Turkish Cypriot Patrio- 
tic Front confirmed in a statement of 7 August 1965 its faith in a peaceful solution 
of the island's problems. The statement condemed, in particular, the assertion of 
the alleged impossiblity of intercommuna) cooperation and emphasized that "thousands 
of Turkish workers, farmers and other persons are working side by side with Greeks 
in a trust and mutual respect."! 


Recognition of responsibility for the country's fate and the Cypriots’ readiness to 
put an end to the crisis situation and normalize the atmosphere logically led them to 
the sole correct and sensible procedure--intercommunal talks. 


The talks began in Nicosia in 1968. The delegations did a great deal of work, and 
the intercommunal dialog produced certain positive results. Restrictions on movement 
in the areas controlled by the Greek Cypriots were lifted. In turn, the Turkish 
community authorized travel for Greeks along the Nicosia-Kyrenia road, which had 
earlier been closed to them. Commissions for settling problems in dispute which had 
recently become entrenched set to work. The question of local self-administration 
authorities was a stumbling block. The point being that the Turkish Cypriots wished 
to enjoy self-administration in all areas they inhabited within the framework of a 
unitary state. The Greek Cypriot side saw this demand as a threat to the state's 
territorial integrity.13 


The intercommunal dialog was broken off by subsequent events. Operating in the in- 
terests of NATO's aggressive circles, on 15 July 1974 the military-dictatorial regime 
in Greece carried out a coup d'etat on Cyprus. A Turkish corps, which occupied 
roughly 40 percent of the territory of Cyprus, landed on the island on 29 July 1974. 
Thus a qualitatively new stage in intercommnal relations began characterized by 

the complete segregation of the Greek and Turkish Cypriots. The dramatic events led 
to the mass flight of Greek Cypriots from the country's northern areas to the south 
and, in turn, gave rise to the extensive migration of the Turkish population to the 
zone controlled by Turkish troops. 


According to official statistical data, the total number of displacedGreek Cypriots 
is 198,556 and of Turkish Cypriots 37,267.14 The forcible delineation of Cypriots 
along national and geographical lines occurred, which on the one hand contributed 
to the ethnic unification of the two communities and, on the other, introduced 











dangerous new elements to the situation on Cyprus. The line of partition, which runs 
180 kilometers the length of the island, starts in the suburbs of Morphou, passes 
through quartere of the capital, Nicosia, and continues on to Famagusta. [te width 
fluctuates from 7 kilometers to 20 meters.! 


The 1974 evente and their consequences led the leaders of both communities to change 
their positions on a number of most important questions. The Greek community declared 
ite renunciation of the Enosis slogan. The leaders of the Turkish community, who 
had reinforced their nationalist positions, unilaterally proclaimed the creation 

of the "Turkish Federated State of Cyprus," a "Legislative Assembly" and Council 

of Ministers were formed, and the leader of the community, R. Denktas, wes proclaimed 
“president.” For each government department and service on the Greek Cypriot side 
there now exists a corresponding ‘iurkish entity in the island's northern zone. The 
system of land use also underwent considerable changes. The leadership of the Greek 
community applied in respect of the Turkish Cypriote who had migrated to the northern 
areas a provision of the law on requisitioning the land allegedly for the purpose of 
protecting their property. Income from the use of this property is put into a spe- 
cial fund. As far as the Turkish zone is concerned, the Turkish Cypriots who owned 
land in the south and journeyed north are given land together with title in compensa- 
tion. Landless refugees have the right to allotments on a rental basis. 


Under the changed conditions the pan-Turkists also put forward a different ideologi- 
cal concept. In particular, the leadership of the Turkish community claims that Turk- 
ish Cypriots can no longer live in mixed fasion, side by side with Greek Cypriots 

but only “among their own," within the framework of a bicomaunal federative state. 


This concept could have taken account of the new elements in the structure of Cypriot 
society if it had iaplied a complex of measures and a policy a‘wed at the preservation 
and srtrengtheni», | an independent, sovereign and territorialiy integral Cyprus 
state and the interests of the consolidation of the unity of its people. But "living 
alongside" is interpreted by the pan-Turkists as conservation of the "faits accomplis" 
policy and a toughening of the line toward separatism. This interpretation of the 
"bizonal" concept is attended by the danger of the division of the Cyprus state, wit 

a direct threat to its territorial integrity. This is why the unilateral decision 

on the creation of the “Turkish Federated State of Cyprus” was described in a TASS 
statement as a “new attempt by certain NATO circles to frustrate the settlement pro- 
cess and eerie | the partition of the island contrary to the interests of the 


Cypriot people." 


The division of Cyprus caused great harm to the Cypriot economy, disrupting the 
historically evolved economic unity of the two national communities. 


Although the northern part controlled by the Turkish community constitutes roughly 
only 40 percent of the entire territory, over 70 percent of GNP was produced there. 
This zone accounted for 80 percent of the citrus, 79 percent of cereals, 45 percent 
of olives, 25 percent of potatoes, 100 percent of tobacco, 86 percent of carrots and 
47 percent of anizal husbandry products, and 56 percent of the minerals were mined 
there. Some 83 percent of all materials-handling mechanisms and 65 percent of the 
hotels and tourist centers remained in the northern sector. 18 














The overell damage caused Cyprus by the 1974 events ie put at 173 million pounds 
Cypriot. The country's gross domestic product declined ‘rom 309.5 million pounds 
Cypriot in 1973 to 242.0 willion in 1976.19 


The dramatic events of 1974 engendered a new, albeit extremely artificial, economic 
syetem in the island's northern areas. The Turkish Cypriots acquired the most fertile 
agricultural areas and 60 percent of the industrial enterprises and mines left by the 
Greek Cypriots and 70 percent of the income from international touriem. It is not 
surprising that such broad possibilities immediately attracted the attention of busi- 
nesemen trom Turkey. Hotel owners constituted the first detachment of these. Accord- 
ing to Turkish press figures, there are now six firme based on Turkish capital 
specializing in tourism and shipping, operating in industry and agriculture and 
producing alcoholic beverages and cigarettes. Mixed Turkish-Cypriot companies have 
become widespread in the northern zone. R. Denktas, the leader of the Turkish com- 
munity, is a major stockholder of the industrial-commercial ETA firm. 20 


Exports of agricultural products have also increased in the northern zone. Veget- 
ables, fruit and olives are ferried by the "Kibfruvex" mixed Turkish-Cypriot company 
to the Turkish port of Mersin and then exported to Britain, the FRG and Scandinavia. 


However, food prices are rising in the Turkish zone, and there is an acute shortage 
of epere parts. As acknowledged by the leadership of the Turkish community, the 
Turkish Cypriots’ economic situation is catastrophic and it cannot even be recti- 
fied by the subsidies granted annually by Turkey. Almost one-half of the communal 
budget is intended for military purposes. The Turkish Cypriot serving in the army 
receives 45 lira a week, whereas a worker receives only 7 lira. The eradication of 
everything Greek is under way in the Turkish sector. The influx of Turkish immi- 
grante is growing. The former inacriptions on the walls of houses have disappeared, 
and streets and establishments have been renamed. Citizens of the separate state 
are paid back in Turkish lira for purchases. Their clocks, as in Turkey, are moved 
forward 1 hour in summer. 


The lack of wettlement of the Cyprus problem and the complications of an economic 
nature connected therewith prompted the appearance in the Greek and Turkish communi- 
ties of currents reflecting the views either of opposition or extremist circles. 

The cap‘tulators and collaborators who consider the "Western factor" decisive in 

a settlement have become active in the Greek community. Extremists have not dis- 
appeared. The EOKA-B underground terrorist organization is also regrouping its forces. 


A split has been discerned in the Turkish community also. The disruption of tradi- 
tional economic relations combined with inept leadership has led to a shortage of 
goods and high prices. The once-profitable resorts in the Kyrenia and Famagusta 
districts are inundated with tourists from Turkey, who bring with them the unstable 
lira when the Turkish Cypriots are in need of hard currency. 22 The views of the 
opposition, which is grouped mainly around the Turkish Republican Party, are ex- 
pressed by F. Kuchuk, former leader of the community. There is rising dissension 
between the Turkisn Cypriots and the settlers. 


The national-patriotic forces in the Turkish community approach a solution of the 
Cyprus question on the basis of a consideration of the interests and rights of both 

















communities and the preservation of the unity of the whole Cypriot people. they 
oppose the island's partition and advocate the restoration of relations of coopera- 
tion between the two communities within the framework of an independent, sovereign 
and territorially integral state. This rune counter to the position of the Denktas 
administration, which is continuing a from-a-position-of-strength policy and lead- 
ing matters on the basis of faite accomplis toward the legal solemization and con- 
solidation of the results of the 1974 events. 


To the old disputed problems which had separated the two communities more complex 
ones were added after 1974: territorial and constitutional questions, the refugee 
problem, the question of freedom of movement and sett'’ement and the search for mis- 
sing Cypriote. The clearing away of these extraneous features requires from the 
sides’ good will and great efforts. 


It is significant that despite the estrangement of the communities and considerable 
divergence in attitude toward many fundamental issues, the Greek and Turkisa Cypriots 
still have a sense of responsibility for the fate of their country and an understand- 
ing of the fact that intercommunal taiks are alone the sole sensible procedure for 
effecting national integration. 


In accordance with UN General Assembly and Security Council resolutions, repeated 

attempts were made in the period 1975-1977 to arrive at an intra-Cyprus settlement 
by wey of intercommunal talks with the participation of the UN secretary general. 

There were six rounds of meetings in this period, which, however, merely confirmed 
the existence of appreciable differences in the positions of both sides and failed 
to lead to the achievement of any, even partial, understanding. 


Inere was a meeting on 12 February 1977 in Nicosia with the participation of the 
UN secretary general between President Makarios and R. Denktas, leader of the Turk- 
ish community. Agreement was reached here on the four fundamental principles by 
which the representatives of the two communities should be guided at the talks. 

It was resolved, in particular, that the sides would endeavor to create an independ- 
ent, nonalined, bicommunal federative Republic of Cyprus and that the territory 
controlled by each community would be determined by proceeding from the fertility 
anc economic value of the land and also depending on to whom the right of ownership 
to this plot of land or the other belongs. The sides agreed to discuss such ques- 
tions as freedom of movement and settlement and the right to ownership and also 
came to an understanding concerning the fact that the executive authority and func- 
tions of a central federative goveroment should be aimed at preservation of the 
unity of the country, taking account of the bicommunmal nature of the state. 


The understandings arrived at reflected a compromise approach, creating favorable 
prerequisites for a comprehensive settlement. But the lack of mutual trust, which 
in current Cyprus reality is a most important factor of internal political develop- 
ment, prevented advantage bei>g taken of them. Only in May 1979, as a result of 
President S. Kyprianou's meeting with R. Denktas, which on =his occasion also took 
place under the auspices of the UN secretary general, did the sides agree to resume 
the intercommunal talks on the basis of the principles agreed on in February 1977 
and also UN resolutions on the Cyprus question. 














The talks began on 15 June 1979 in Nicosia, implanting in Cypriots hopes that a 
mitually acceptable settlement formula might be arrived at. The country's progres- 
sive forces advocate implementation of the agreements reached earlier and call for 
the eradication of all forms of hostility between Cypriots, the speediest restora- 
tion of normal intercommunal relations and the creation of a federation of the two 
communities. AKEL consistently advocates the cohesion and unity of al) national 
forces, opposes foreign interference in Cyprus's affairs, defends the island's 
sovereignty, independence and territorial integrity aud strives for the iemocrati- 
zation of Cyprué's political and social life as the basis for a just settlement of 
intercommunal problem. 


Addressing 4 press conference in Moscow on 25 June 1979, A.A. Gromyko, member of 

the Central Committee Politburo and USSR foreign minister, expressed the hope, touch- 
ing on the interconmunal talks, that their final result would be acceptable to both 
communities and shat Cyprus would exist as a unified independent, sovereign and 
nonalined state. This statement reflects the high-minded and consistent po) icy 
of the Soviet Union on the Cy, * question, in accordance with which the interna- 
tionel aspects of the problem id be solved at a representative international 
conference on Cyprus under UN ausp.ces and internal aspects as a result of direct 
intercommunal talks. "We are convinced,” Comrade L.I. Brezhnev declared from the 
platform of the 25th CPSU Congress, "that the prudent consideration of the interests 
and rights of both commmities on Cyprus--given unconditional respect for the in- 
dependence, sovereignty and territorial integrity of the Republic of Cyprus and 
without attempts to impose on the Cypriots from outside solutions alien to them-- 
will make it possible to settle this acute problem for the good of peace, security 
and calm in Europe."24 


An analysis of the intercommunal relations testifies to the presence of two princi- 
pal trends of national development--conse lidation of the communities and national 
integration. The prospects of a Cyprus settlement and the fundamental tasks of a 
strengthening of the sovereignty, independence and territorial integrity of the 
Republic of Cyprus depend on the latter. Of course, intra-Cypriot talks will not be 
easy. An intensive dialog demanding restraint and realism iies ahead: the range of 
disagreements is broad and the atmosphere of intercommunal relations is unduly suf- 
fused with cautiousness and suspicion. But the necessity for the preservation of 

a united Republic of Cyprus is dictated by the growing aspiration of all Cypriots 
to a just solution of the acute problems, territorial integrity and independent de- 
velopment and security. No settlement can be lasting and viable without regard 

for this reality.

even sore iaportant to elucidate the influence of long-term, fundamental factors. 


What is the sain thing here? The antagonians of social systems’? The competition 
and rivalry of two great powers? The problems of domestic politics manifesting 
themselves in external affaires? The influence of new centers of power--Wesatern 
Burope, Japan, China’? The potentially explosive processes in the “Third World"? 


And sost important of all: wherein do the national interests of the United States 
and the USSR actually diverge irreconcilably? And where is there a closeness of 
these interests or their coincidence, and where is there a false understanding of 
their antagonian? How broad are the possibilities for compromise? What kind of 
formula can there be for agreement? 


If we take the external aspect of the satter--the change of administration in the 
White House-- it is easy to reveal the uneven, oscillating nature of U. S. rela- 
tions with our country. Roosevelt symbolised the Soviet-American alliance of the 
wartine years; Truman--the “Cold War"; the early Eisenhower--a continuation of the 
cold winds; the late Bisenhower--the beginning of a turn toward a softening of con- 
frontation; Kennedy--the quest for detente; Johnson--a step backwards; Nixon---the 
culmination of detente;Carter--ite fever pitch. 


But this is only the facade. Behind it were undoubtedly concealed certain profound 
processes. The briefest formula characterising these processes is the change in 
the ratio of forces which has led to an equilibrium, a parity between the USSR and 
the United States, and between the two social systems on the whole. 


We are becoming sore and more aware in recent times of the formation of new centers 
ee © en a oe ' 
tice. 


But wherein lies the cause of this cyclical nature of detente’? Bconomic declines? 
Modernisation of armaments? Or were global processes reflected in the vacilla- 
tions of U. S. policy with regard to the USSR, vacillations which reached their 
high point under the Carter administration’ 


And so the first question of our dialog is: what lies at the foundation of Soviet- 
American relations’ 


G. PARSONS. In the first place, the Soviet system has been built on the principles 
of the socialist ownership of the tools and seans of production; the USSR stande at 
the center of the sov's)'*t system and, in general, affords an example of economic 
transformation over the last 63 years. 


On the other hand, there exiets the system of such a highly developed country as 
the United States, which has been built on the principle of maximising incomes. 


Under these conditions there exist greunds for the rise of numerous conflicts be- 
tween our two countries which in the past have aseumed the most diverse forms, par- 
ticularly right after 1917. There is no need to describe «)1 the stages of these 
conflicts, but it is clear that the United States took a hostile position with re-

gard to the USSR. It participated in the intervention during the period of the 











Civil War, it took longer than anybody elee to recognise the Soviet Union, and it 
conducted a policy of sabotage, as well as having recourse to embargoes, subversive 
activity, and propaganda. And, finally, during the period of acute trouble, caused 
by the activation of the Nasi war machine, there occurred a dramatic change in the 
relations--a turn toward cooperation during the course of several years. 


F, BURLATSKIY. And how is this turming regarded in your country? 


G. PARSONS. I think that this wae an extremely iaportant period which showed that 
we could cooperate with Enemy No. 1 during the war against fasciam and that peace 
and accord were possible between our peoples. Many sembers of the older generation 
in America still remember that good period, that sutual feeling of sympathy. 


FP. BURLATSKIY. To cooperate with “Enemy No. 1".... This is not the first time 
that I have heard such an evaluation from my American colleagues. And what do 
you think was the origin of the conviction that the USSR is the Enemy No. 1 of 
the United States’? Does it stem from the concept of the opposition of our social 


systens? 
G. PARSONS. Bvidently, yes. 


FP. BURLATSKIY. But I don't think so, not from this source. Countries belonging 

to opposing systems can coexist and even be friends, as, for example, the USSR and 
France. The cause lies somewhere elee--it is concealed in the geopolitical clains 
of the United States to the role of leader, and we, of course, could not agree to 


this. 

G. PARSONS. I could even add something to that. As you know, shortly after the 

war and even during the last few years of the war Washington adopted the decision 
the role of the United States as the dominant country.

FP, BURLATSKIY. During the 1920's and 1930's both sides--capitalian--vere con- 
vinced that war between them was inevitable by virtue of the antagonistic nature 
of their systems. But life turned out to be more complex. World War II began 
within the capitalist system, and subsequently countries which had once taken 

part in the intervention against the Soviet Union--Great Britain, France, the 
United States,--turned out to be our allies in the common struggle against fascian. 








Thies is the lesson which history taught use and which should never be forgotten, 


And there is another lesson which say be drawn from current history. In China a 
people's revolution was victorious with the very active eupport of the USSR and 
with the furious opposition of the United States. Now, after 30 years have passed, 
China, which as before calls iteelf a socialist country, has come out against the 
Soviet Union and is seeking an alliance with that same United States of America. 
And eo dogmatian and abstract schemes do not stand up to the test of life. 


Of course, there do exist radical ideological conflicts between our two systems: 
we are for socialias, while you are for capitalian. But an ideological struggle 


ie not the same thing as silitary enmity, and furthermore. does not mean the in- 
evitability of war. 


First place in Soviet-American relations, as in international ations as a whole, 
must be occupied by the category of the /genuine/ /in bo interests of the 
USSR and the United States--political, economic, scientific and technical, and 
finally, by their responsibility for the problems of all mankind. Here is where 
we have the point of departure for building and developing relations between our 
countries, a realistic foundation for the principle of peaceful coexistence. 


G. PARSONS. It ie undoubtedly true that our countries have fundamental sutual 

political and economic interests. Three necessary conditions may be noted for 

iaproving our relations, for peaceful coexistence, and for a return to detente. 

In essence, I should not use the word “return,” inasmuch as detente still does 
as 


and in connection with this peaceful coexistence i 


: 
: 
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A second question of interest to our countries is the threat of thermonuclear war 
and the creation of conditions to avert it. Every rational person and every 
govermment recognises that the prevention of thermonuclear war is a fundamental 
problem and that as a first step the arms race sust be halted. Our governments 
ami our peoples bear a special responsibility for tris. 


The third question concerns economics, technology, and culture. 


FP. BURLATSKIY. I would still put in first place the central problem of averting 
thermonuclear war. It is often said that during the period of World War II we 

were united by the presence of a common danger and a common enemy. But now, they 
say, “e have no common danger nor common enemy. 


I will try to dispute this thesis. I make bold to assert that the common threat 
for both our countries is now ten times greater than during the time of the strug- 
gle against fascien. This is the threat of total annihilation. A particular 
danger lies in the fact that no one knows when and in what way a world war could 
ten? A provocational desire

of some third power? An escalation of a regional war? A sudden insa- 


bewildered by the fact that it is difficult to find any specific person 
responsible for thie apocalyptic threat. There is no new Hitler in the world who 


Who wante thermonuclear annihilation? Do we? Such a supposition is wild. Do 
you? I don't wish to believe thatthere are suicidal saniace in your country. 
Then who? No one? No, there is /someone/ /in boldface] who wants this. In 
earlier days he would have been called the l or Moloch. I call him “thermo- 
nuclear,” only instead of Mephistopheles’ funny little cap he 1s covered with a 
mushroom-shaped cap of fire which is not funny at all. 


The thermonuclear bomb itself is the threat. During the last ten years the force 


according to UN data. Within twenty years, by the end of the century, it will 
increase further by a factor of five or six. Already now the bomb has crept 


Ie not this threatening danger sufficient reason for combining the efforte of both 
countries in the name of saving ourselves from catastrophe? 


G. PARSONS. I agree with you. A policy based on the conviction that security 
will be attained by means of the bomb is a self-deception; this is not security 
but rather its opposite. This process will lead to self-annihilation, if it is 
not turned around. 


PF. BURLATSKIY. Over the extent of the 1960's and 1970's the U.S. leaders on seve- 
ral occasions, or thus at least it seemed to me, approached an understanding of 
the fact that a further arms race operates not for security but rather for autual 
annihilation. But then each time there occurred a sliding back. 


I will tell you frankly: it is not clear to me or many of my colleagues what the 

future holds. Can we count on some kind of stability or will there be a new wave 
of vacillations? And what is the explanation for this oscillating movement of the 
U.S. political strategy on this cardinal question not only for our countries but 

aleo for the entire present-day world? 


G. PARSONS. I suppose that a certain portion of such vacillations is inevitable 
on any question connected with human relations, and especially in the interrela- 
tions between great powers in the present-day world, when the economic situation 
is so changeable, As we heve already said, after the war the United States occu- 
pied the dominant position. There was an element of self-seeking interest in 
this, inasmuch as the war had brought super-profite to the United States. 


F. BURLATSKIY. But what about now? 











G. PARSONS. The ware in Korea and Vietnam were unsuccessful attempts to retard 
changes in the world. After the defeat in Vietnam there began a retreat from the 
policy of intervention, along with a disillusionment with the policy of confronta- 
tion and in attempts to control events throughout the world, This was also affect- 
ed by the deepening of the economic crisis in the United States. During the last 
10 years inflation has doubled, and the value of the dollar is only half of what it 
was previously. The number of unemployed ranges from § to 13 million persons; many 
enterprises, for example, those in metallurgical fields, are closing down. This has 
led to a serious crisis in the sphere of politics and ideology ase well. Nixon was 
not disturbed by such problems as these. He had the opportunity to conduct negoti- 
ations, and he had great freedom of action. He was not confronted with any acutely 
painful choice: SALT-1 was completely practicable, 


Carter could have continued on in thie same vein, but he preferred to act under the 
influence of a group of persons in the ailitary-industrial complex; they guided 
him, possibly, in part, because of his inexperience. He decided upon a desperate 
course--to begin the escalation of military expenditures. 


Carter's indecisiveness, his inability to show firmness and a principled quality, 
to make the required decisions--all this is the result of the uncertainty which now 
exists in the United States of America. 


F, BURLATSKTY. It seeme to me that we must add to your analysis still one more rea- 
son for those vacillations which American foreign policy constantly underwent dur- 
ing the 1960's and 1970's. This is a geopolitical crisis, that of Pan-Americanian. 
To rephrase an aphoriam of Dean Acheson, we could say that the United States has 
lost an empire but has still not achieved a new role in the present-day world. 

Hence the struggle between two approaches among the U. S. leadership--the realis- 
tic and the traditional. 


President Carter was the living embodiement of the clash between these two trends, 
these irreconcilable contradictions, these vacillations of American policy. At 
first he signed the SALT-2 Treaty, then he began to bury it, and during the elec- 
tion period he again swung over to the side of defending it. 


G. PARSONS. Yes, that's exactly right. President Carter created an administration 
in which an abiguity was revealed: the rational, liberally inclined Cyrus Vance-- 
the Secretary of State--and Brzesinski--the National Security Adviser--who repre- 
sented the line of conflicts and tension. 


This ideological eplit also exists in the United States; it is felt even among or- 
dinary people as well as within both parties. 


F. BURLATSKIY. Speaking frankly, we are amazed at the conservatism of American 
political thought. Experimenters and searchers in the field of science and tech- 
nology, along with Americans in the sphere of ideology and politics reveal an as- 
tounding inflexibility and dogmatism, which they often confuse with a defense of 
the traditional American values. Under present-day conditions to dream about re- 
viving Pan-Americanism, about American leadership in the world means beating one's 
head against a brick wall all the time. This is opposed now not only by us--the 
socialist countries. This is also opposed by the developing countries, and it is 
becoming less and less acceptable by Western Europe and Japan, which, in an 
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economic sense, is nipping at the heele of the United States or even outstripping 
it. 


Now I would like to discuss with you the problem of future prospects. A new admi- 
nistration has come to power in the United States. There are grounds for limited 
hopes and well-known dangers with the advent of Ronald Reagan to the White House. 


In the speeches of American public figures and serious journalists we hear about 
two Reagans: Reagan the conservative ideologue, who has linked himself with anti- 
communiam, and Reagan the pragmatic politician, who is capable of soberly evaluat- 
ing the real ratio of forces between the USSR and the United States. I would like 
to know your opinion on this matter. 


G. PARSONS. Reagan is a new face in politics. If he continues a policy similar 

to Carter's, he will not be re-elected. At one time Reagan was a well-known actor, 
and he has an artistic sensitivity. It is possible that under his new circumstan- 
ces, having become accustomed to public approval, he will make some kind of clear 
gesture toward improving relations with the USSR, and energetic actions on his part 
would help change the circumstances. 


In the future there are two possibilities for the appearance in politics of the 
“two Reagans,” as you expressed it. 


I think that one of the “two Reagans” might become something like Nixon--if he is 
realistic. Much will depend on his advisers, on the Republican Party as a whule, 
because after many years it has now become the ruling party. Moreover, for Rea- 

gan to be a realist means conducting a course which Western Burope would support. 


But the situation may also get worse. The necessity for detente is unconditional. 
By the will of fate the USSR and the United States must be leaders; their responsi- 
bility is great, and they must provide leadership for the other nations. 


The hopes and fears of the nations! In the United States there is little hope and 
a great deal of fear as a result of the serious economic crisis. But if we look 
into the future, it can be hoped that the American people will be able to organize 
themselves and take steps in the direction of peace and friendship. 


F. BURLATSKIY. The main thing is to learn from the crisis of detente how to dif- 
ferentiate between the fundamental and the more temporary interests within Soviet- 
American relations. The fundamental interests require steady efforts on the part 
of both countries to avert a worldwide thermonuclear war; this was established in 
the well-known documents regarding the principles of mutual relations between the 
USSR and the United States at the beginning of the 1970's. The fundamental inte- 
reste require stability of economic, scientific and technical, and cultural co- 
operation both to stimulate progress in both countries and to create stable po- 
litical relations, With regard to regional or temporary problems, especially those 
which primarily affect the interests of other countries and peoples, they must be 
considered indeed as individual, regional, or temporary. In each case they 
must be “encapsulated,” limited within a definite framework, localized like the 
use of a local anesthetic in surgery. Only a local anesthesia and not a general 
narcosis is capable of preserving the living tissue of Soviet-American relations. 
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G. PARSONS. I agree. We aust never forget about the fundamental bases of our re- 
lations and the dosens of treaties in military, scientific, cultural, and other 
areas which have been concluded by us over the course of the last 20 years.

F, BURLATSKIY, Well then, let's hope that the critical peak in Soviet-American re- 
lations has been left behind, that the Cold War years will not be continued, and

Many collectives at kolkhozes, sovkhozes, 
and other agricultural enterprises and a number of rural rayons have suc- 
cessfully completed the 1980 plan and the 10th Five-Year Plan as a whole 
and now, carrying out the decree of the CPSU Central Committee entitled 
“Socialist Competition To Celebrate the 26th CPSU Congress in a Worthy 
Fashion,” are reporting that they have fulfilled, ahead of echedule, their 
assignments for the first two gonthe and first quarter for procurement of 
anioal husbandry products. The party committees and Soviet and economic 
bodies in the local areas, relying on the political and labor enthusiass 
of the agricultural workers resulting from the decisions of the Wth 
Congress of the Azerbaijan Communist Party and preparations for the 26th 
CPSU Congress, are directing their efforts to stepping up the pace of agri- 
cultural work, bringing all livestock through the winter successfully, 
timely preparation of equipment for spring, and laying a strong foundation 
for high yields of all agricultural crops. 


The warm, snowless winter created certain difficulties for agricultural work. 
The question of providing irrigation water for the farms and using it ac- 
cordingly is especially critical. Plowing for cotton fields was done in 
good fashion at the optimal time. Much gore mineral and organic fer- 

tilizer was applied than last year. Work at the grape-growing farms is 
moving at an accelerated pace and livestock are being brought through the 
winter successfully. 
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Nonetheless, it was stressed at the meeting that the republic is not making 
adequate use of ite reserves for a further increase in the level of agri- 
cultural production, Winter crope are not in satisfactory condition in many 
rayons and other field jobe are falling behind echedule. Planned steps to 
atrengthen the feed base are being carried out slowly, which is holding back 
accelerated development of public animal husbandry. 


G. A. Aliyev, sonvoting member of the Politburo of the CPSU Central Com 
mittee and first secretary of the Central Committee of the Azerbaijan 
Communist Party, spoke at the meeting. On behalf of the Buro of the Central 
Committee of the Azerbaijan Communist Party he sincerely congratulated par— 
ticipants at the meeting, and through them all working people of the repub- 
lice, on the award of the challenge Red Banner of the CPSU Central Comittee, 
USSR Council of Ministers, AUCCTU, and Central Committee of the All-Union 
Leniniet Komeomol to Azerbaijan for achieving excellent resulte in the all- 
Union socialist competition and successfully fulfilling the State Plan of 
Economic and Social Development for 1980 and the 10th Pive-Year Plan. Thies 
is the Lith year in a row that the republic has won in this competiton. 


The Central Committee of the Azerbaijan Communist Party, the Azerbaijan SSR 
Council of Ministers, the Azerbaijan Council of Trade Unions, and the 
Central Committee of the Azerbaijan Komsomol have adopted a decree on the 
results of republic socialist competition for 1980 and for the 10th Pive- 
Year Plan. We are confident, Comrade Aliyev said, that the high evaluation 
of the successes of the working people of Azerbaijan, ite cities, rayons, 

and labor collectives, in the all-Union and republic socialist competitions 
will be an important stisulue in the campaign to carry out the economic and 
social taske given to the Azerbaijan SSR in 1981 and the Lith Five-Year Pian. 


Juat a few days, he eaid, separate us from the 0th Congress of the 
Azerbaijan Communist Party, which summarized the results of work by the party 
organization and the great achievements of the working people of the re- 
public in the last five-year plan. The congress analyzed the distance 
covered in the 1970's. At the same time, the congress disclosed existing 
shortcomings and major reserves for a further increase in the efficiency of 
public production and iaprovement in work quality. As was stated at the 
congress, we do not have the right to rest on owr laurels, Rather, 411 our 
achievements must become the foundation of new advances. All our efforts 
should be devoted to carrying out the designe of the party and the deci- 
sions of the 30th Congress of the Communist Party of Azerbaijan. 


The purpose of our meeting is to review together the pressing issues of 
further development of agriculture and outline concrete practical steps 

to meet the challenges put forward by the forum of comsuniste of the re- 
public. Thies is particularly essential because we are at the threshold 
of an extremely important event in the life of our party and of the entire 
country: the 26th CPSU Congress. 


The party's pre-Congress platfors was presented in the decisions of the 
October 1980 Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee and the speech there 

by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev. Guided by the challenges formulated in these 
documents, we did a great deal of preparation for the 30th Congress of the 
Communist Party of Azerbaijan and the 26th CPSU Congress. Practical 
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implementation of the resolutions of the October Plenum of the CPSU Central 
Committee remaine 4 paramount duty of the republic party organisation, each 
party committee, the Soviet, trade union , Komeomol, and economic bodies, 
and all working people in the republic, 


We can say with satisfaction, Comrade Aliyev continued, that the working 
people of our republic have begun the firet year of the Lith Five-Year Plan 
with a high rate of fulfillment of the plan for economic and social develop- 
ment. Aserbaijan industry successfully fulfilled ite January assignment. 

In January industrial production rose 6.1 percent as compared to the 5.4 
percent envisioned in the plan. More than 80 percent of the growth in indue- 
trial production was received by increasing labor productivity, It te 
gratifying that the construction winistries fulfilled their plane and the 
plan of contracting work for the republic ae a whole was carried out. 

A great deal of work was done in the republic's crop fields. 


Inepired by their successes in the 10th Five-Year Plan and the high praise 
of the party and government, working people of the republic are partici- 
pating actively in socialist competition. Many labor collectives and 
production leaders came forward with patriotic initiatives: to fulfill 
the plane for 1981 and the entire Lith Five-Year Plan ahead of achedule. 
The Buro of the Central Committee of the Azerbaijan Communist Party re- 
cently discussed and approved the patriotic initiative of a large group of 
employees at industrial enterprises and construction organizations in Baku 
and other cities of our republic. They have adopted inspiring socialist 
Obligations: to fulfill 1981 plans by Constitution Day and the 64th anni- 
vereary of Great October. We have also approved campaigns by rural rayons 
who obligated themselves to complete the five-year plan in four years. All 
these things are 4 good etart, and our task now is to make vigorous use 
of the great patriotic and labor enthusiasm in the republic to carry out 
the demande of the party more fully. We should consider the obligtions 
adopted for the first year of the llth Five-Year Plan to be minimums. 

The job of party committees, trade unions and Komsomol organizations, and 
Soviet and economic bodies is to undertake work to adopt new, stepped-up 
obligations, and the gain thing is for these obligations, after ratifica- 
tion and reacceptance, to be overfulfilled significantly from the first 
@onthe of the year. 


In addition, planned work is needed to eliminate problems in our own ac- 
tivities and to insure greater efficiency in all our work, especially in 
agriculture. Meeting the current challenges of agriculture is crucially 
important fo. successful fulfillment of our obligations and achieving 
top indicators in 1961. 


Towching on the condition of winter grain crops, G. A. Aliyev said that, 
despite the fact that the republic gathered its highest yield of grain crops 
in history last year, an average of 23.2 quintals per hectare, we cannot be 
fully satisfied yet. That is why we must now seriously analyze last year's 
work and draw the necessary conclusions from mistakes that were made so 

that it will be possible this year to harvest a minimum of 27 quintals per 
hectare. To do this it is essential everywhere to focus more attention on 
winter grain crops, to carry out all essential scientific farming pro- 
cedures, and to become more involved in working for high yields. The 














experience of the rayons which doubled and tripled their yield in a short 
time and now harvest more than 40 quintale per hectare confirms that we 
etill have many opportunities for further increases in yield, 


in conformity with the decree of the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council 
of Ministers, grain corn is to be produced by industrial technology on an 
area of 5,000 hectares thie year. Work on this problem should be constantly 
monitored by our ministries and departments, the Central Committee of the 
Azerbaijan Communist Party, and the Agerbaijan SSR Council of Ministers. 

And because this is a new business for our republics, each rayon and each 
farm should give practical agronomic and material-technical aid. 


The great progress made in cotton-growing should provide a solid foundation 
for even better results in 1981. In a number of rayons, however, the 
achievements have given rise to complacency and indifference. Not all 
rayones and farms are equally diligent in carrying out scientific farming 
practices to prepare the soil, seed, and equipment to plant the cotton at 
the optimal time and lay a good foundation for a high yield. We must take 
the matter of seed preparation very seriously. Only elite, and first and 
second reproduction seeds should be used to plant cotton this year, and 
the weather conditions that have developed give reason to assume that the 
planting will be done earlier than usual. We should now get ready to begin 
cotton planting between March 20th and March 30th and complete it by 10 


April. 


Our goal this year gust be to surpass the level of cotton production 
achieved in 1980. This means that each rayon and each farm should orient 
itself to high indicators in ite obligations and strive to raise production 
efficiency and get high yields. 


It was reported at the meeting that the general condition of grape-growing 
in the republic is better than last year, which is gratifying. However, 
the pace of scientific procedures at grape-growing farms today does not 
fully meet requirements. The grape-growing regions and farms must in- 
tensify work in the vineyards. This refers to tilling the soil, applying 
mineral and organic fertilizer, watering, timely pruning, raising the vines 
up on the trellises, winter treatment, and the like. That is, we are re- 
ferring to a whole program of scientific procedures which must be done in 
February and March. But many of them are not being done on time. The 
question of work to eliminate thin growth and restore killed areas in 
vineyards continues to be critical. This must be done as quickly as pos- 
sible, and any possibility of allowing even greater varietal mix during 
planting must be precluded. There is a great deal of work to do, and it 
should be energetically pursued by the State Committee for Grape Growing 
and Winemaking, the Ministry of Agriculture, and local party, Soviet, and 
agricultural bodies. 





The main thing is to set out new, higher goals in grape production in 
order to significantly surpass the indicators achieved last year, which 
was a record year for the sector. 


The level of state purchases of vegetables in the republic in the last year 
of the 10th Five-Year Plan was slightly lower than in 1979 as the result 
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of mistakes made by the management of the Asplodoovoshchprom Association 
and leaders in certain rayons. lmportant conclusions must be drawn from 
thie and additional steps taken eo that there ie 4 significant increase in 
vegetable production this year, an expansion of the assortment, and an 
improvement in quality. Considering that vegetables are expected to ripen 
10-15 daye earlier this year than last year, we must immediately resolve 
questions of transporting them and selling them to the population. The 
earlier we begin delivering vegetables to USSR resources, the better we 
will fulfill our funetion ae an all-Union truck garden to supply Moscow, 
Leningrad, and other cities with early vegetables, 


Last year the orchard iarmere of the republic brought in a record amount 
of fruit, partly thanks to the work done to establish intensive orchards. 
We have every reason to count on receiving high yielde of fruite thie year 
too, but to do this we must eliminate the shortcomings that still exist, 
in particular prevent the lag in performance of certain ectentific farming 
procedures, especially when spring has arrived early. 


Problems existing in other areas of crop farming should also be eliminated. 


; 

The gost important task of 1981 in agriculture, ae the Wth Congress of 
the Azerbaijan Communist Party stressed, is the development of animal 
husbandry. We have made significant progress in thie, of course. Our 
republic is above the USSR average for rate of growth in production of 
animal husbandry products. But this growth rate is not satisfactory in 
many rayons. Our job is to make maximum use of the practices of leading 
farms and rayons, raise the lagging ones to their level, and achieve in- 
tensive development of animal husbandry from the very first year of the 
new five-year plan. 


Despite the high rate of growth in production of animal husbandry products, 
the republic as a whole is below the USSR average for productivity of Live- 
stock and poultry. We must do everything possible to catch up. First of 
all we quest increase the number of cowe in the overall herd, which will 
help increase the production of animal husbandry output. Then we suet 

take steps against barrenness in livestock. 


The questions of feed production are closely tied to the problem of de- 
velopment of animal husbandry. We can no longer tolerate a situation 

where we continue to receive low yields from an enormous amount of Land 

put in feed crops. Party, Soviet, and agricultural bodies and farm managers 
must keep a close and constant watch on work to improve feed production and 
strive for more efficient use of all land in feed crops, high quality feeds, 
and establishment of a stable feed base. 


The level of preparation of equipment for spring field work, Comrade 
Aliyev said further, is not satisfactory. The managers of 
Goskomsel'khoztekhnika, rayon party committees, rayon executive committees, 
and agricultural administrations should become deeply involved with ques- 
tions of highly productive use of machinery in general, focusing spe- 
cifically on good-quality repair and preparation for agricultural work 


throughout the year. 

















There are also problems with the training of machine operators, in thie 
area we have examples to follow and measure ourselves against. To be 
blunt, Comrade Aliyev said, thie work is done very well in such a pro- 
gressive rayon a6 Bardinskiy Rayon, We must uee the winter time effectively 
to train workers in all the agricultural occupations, including the train- 
ing of machine operatore and apectaliete. 


But by no means ia this being done everywhere. Comrade Aliyev specifically 
criticized the work of the Masallinekiy Rayon party committee to recruit 
middle-level workers, machine operators, and other employees for agri- 
cultural production. The rayon has just 50-66 percent of the machine 
operatore it needs, A similar situation has developed in other rayone of 
the republic because we are not giving proper attention to this matter and 
are not working to see that rural inhabitants and young people master the 
machinery. In the time remaining until the etart of epring field work 
additional measures must be taken to train machine operators. This ques- 
tion should be a constant focus of attention for local party and agricul- 
tural bodies. 


Comrade Aliyev called attention to problems with supplying electricity, 
fuel, and lubricants to agriculture and stressed that rayon party com- 
mittees should work harder on this aatter alongside the appropriate 
agricultural organizations. 


During the winter we must mobilize the energy and capabilities of workers 
in rural regions to intensify capital construction. This is being done 
in some places, but unfortunately not in all. Yet this is the very time 
when the countryside has free labor resources which could be used in 
conetruction. It guest be remembered that construction is just as much a 
common cause of rural workers as the production of cotton, grapes, and 
grain. The more production, domestic, and cultural facilities a rayon can 
build, the greater ite ability to carry out its economic and social tasks 
will be. 





The lith Pive-Year Plan, G. A. Aliyev said further, should become the five- 
year plan of fundamental improvement in urban sponsorship of the country- 
side, which is still at a low level. Each industrial enterprise must have 
a concrete plan of sponsorship work for 1981 drawn up with due regard for 
the wants and needs of the sponsored farms, and it must be followed ex- 
actly. 


Our challenge in the lith Pive-Year Plan is to put the vast unused re- 
serves and potential of agriculture in the republic to use. This will 
require an igprovement in the level of management of agricultural produc- 
tion in all sectors and areas. But the main thing is to demand even higher 
standards on the job, to strengthen party, state, and plan discipline, and 
at the same time to monitor the work of all elements of agricultural pro- 
duction more closely. 


In conformity with the decisions of the 30th Congress of the Communist 
Party of Azerbaijan, Comrade Aliyev stressed, we must intensify ideological 
and political indoctrination work at the kolkhozes, sovkhozes, agricultural 
rayons and all spheres of agricultural production. 











In a few days the Red Banner will be awarded to the winners of the all-Union 
and republic soctaliet cometitions, We must organize thinge so that the 
celebrations and demonstrations that will be held in honor of thie event 

are used with maximum effectiveness for a thorough analyeie of the work

and in the first quarter particularly.

The level of the work of a number of cultural-educational establishments is not yet 
satisfactory, especially on organizing the leisure time of the young people. Evening 
gatherings for relaxation and dancing, discos for the young people, do not always and 
at all places serve to enrich the spiritual life of the young men and women, teach 
them good taste, high aesthetic .nd moral qualities, or promote the Soviet way of life. 
This is also the duty of the composers and the editorial staff of television and radio 
programs for young people. 


The sharp ideological struggle in the modern world brings to the forefront in the 

activity of the party organizations the international and patriotic education of the 

’ workers and the young scholars, and aggressive, atheistic activity. It is necessary 
to purposefully wage well-argued criticism of bourgeois ideology and to unmask various 

forms of falsification. The most effective weapon in this struggle is the truth about 

our life, about the great advantages of the socialist social system. 


The role of the educational institutions is exceptionally great in the formation of 

the communist world-view of the young people. In recent years there has been increas- 
ing progress in the city's VUZ‘'s and the change to universal secondary education has 
been made. Important work has been conducted on increasing the quality of training 
replacements for the republic's agricultural work force. Voluntary student construc- 
tion detachments have made a tangible contribution to the national economy. At the 
same time, as was noted in the report and in the speeches of the Dir «tor of the 4th 
Secondary School in Tallinn, B. Vyarte, and others, the quality of the work and the 
organization of the educational process at the educational institutions leaves much 

to be desired. A portion of the graduates of the VUZ's do not possess a profound 
knowledge of the general scientific disciplines, and quite often have poor profess- 
ional training and insufficient skills in socio-political and organizational activities. 
Educational work in groups is being carried out poorly. There are serious shortcomings 
in the educational work conducted by the party organizations and the pedagogical collec- 
tives in the schools. The effectiveness of the work of the school Komsomol organiza- 
tions is poor, and the leadership of the voluntary work of the upper classmen is poorly 
organized. the teachers do not have close contact with parents, nor do the party org- 
anizations at the labor collectives conduct sufficient work with parents. And the 


sponshorship of the schools by the collectives of the enterprises and organizations 
leaves much to be desired. 


The gorkom and raykom of the party and the city committee of DOSAAF must improve 
the leadership of the organizations directly connected with the upbringing of young 


people, while achieving an increase in the level of all ideological-political, labor 
and moral education. 


The party considers all-around strengthening of socialist legality and law and order 
as one of the most important conditions for building communism. During the 10th Five 
Year Plan the party, soviet and administrative organs, trade-union and Komsomol org- 
anizations, have become more active in strengthening public order. And the public has 
begun to participate in this matter more actively. Nevertheless, there is still much 
to be done: one of the principal causes of law-breaking is drunkenness. 


Party organizations have not everywhere succeeded in creating a state of intolerance 
toward any and all antisocial manifestations. it is imperative to stir up the work of 
the voluntary people's militia, and public points for keeping the peace must become 
more effective at preventing crime. 
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An important factor for strengthening moral and physical health is becoming involved 
in physical culture and sports. However, sports facilities are not always utilized 
effectively, the gymnasiums are frequently empty, in a number of schools the athletic 
fields are in poor condition’ and sports activities in the residential areas are 
conducted poorly. 


A great deal of attention was devoted in the reports to further perfecting the forms 
and methods of organizational and political activities in the working collectives, 

to developing and deepening intraparty democracy, and to increasing the activity of 
each communist. Long-range planning in the practical work of the gorkom was done with 
precision, More than 350 people work in the various temporary commissions and councils 
at the gorkom of the party. Constant concern is given to the training and cross-train- 
ing of the cadres, and to the selection, placement and education of the leaders, 


During the discussion period the city party organization matured and grew more polit- 
ically sound. Communists are at work in all sectors of economic and cultural construc- 
tion and above all at those places where they are trying to solve knotty problems. 
Perfection of the structure of the city party organization is continuing. Among the 
more than 2,000 people received into the party, 70 percent are workers and about three- 
fourths are Komsomol members.

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ESTONIAN MEAT-DAIRY INDUSTRY MINISTER DETAILS PROBLEMS

The CPSU Central Committe document for the 26th Party Congress assigns a 
Significant place to solution of one of the most important socio-economic tasks— 
providing the nation's populace with a better food supply. The meat and dairy 
industry is making its own contribution to fulfilling this task. 


#@ call upon the Minister of the Meat and Dairy Industry of the republic, A. 
Bssenson: 


“Our sector received further development in the lith Five-Year Plan. A number of 
enterprises were constructed or reconstructed; for example, the Pa jde Combine for 
the production of substitute for whole milk was put into operation in 1978; in 
addition the new dehydration capacities at the dairy combines in Pylva and in 
Vil‘yandi, also put into operation recently, permitted furnishing a noticeahiy 
greater portion of whole milk to the commercial system to satisfy the needs of the 
populace. 


“The fact of the matter is that one kg of substitute (it consists of powdered 
skimmed milk with animal and vegetable fats, vitamin supplements and others) permits 
releasing for the feeding of calves eight kg of whole milk, thereby providing 
animal husbandry with nourishing feed for young animals, which has also improved. 
Whereas in 1972, 700 tons of whole milk substitute (ZTsM) was produced in all, in 
1980 nearly ten thousand tons will be produced. This growth, as we see, is very 
significant. In all, during the five-year plan we have received more than 40,000 
tons of ZTsM, and this is the equivalent value of 320,000 tons of whole milk pro- 
ducts (upon conversion to milk) received by the populace in addition. 


“Production capacities have also increased for actual whole-milk producte at the 


Tallinn and Vil‘yandi dairy combines. Expansion is also under way at the Vyru dairy 
combine. 


"AS is well-known, several years ago a system of cheese manufacturing was begun. 
This year, its capacity for production of Rossiyskiy and Vyrusskiy cheeses will 
grow significantly. Wot long ago, cheese-manufacturing production was put into 


operation at the Pajde combine. It is specializing in the production of high- 
quality Swiss cheese. 











“The capacities of the meat processing industry in Valga, Rakvere and Kingiee 
are expanding as well, ——

"The fact of the matter is, that during the five-year plan, unfortunately, we were 
unable to produce and sell as much meat and milk as was planned. We are lagging 
behind in the tasks of the five-year plan on the whole by approximately six percent, 
although growth is assured, and in a number of cases is rather high. 


"I shall begin with meat and food products, Here the growth amounted to 18.5 percent. 
We have begun to produce sausage products at a rate 14 percent greater than before, 
and meat by-products at a rate of 30 percent sore; animal fate, by 7.5 percent; and 
cheese (fatty), at 37.7 percent. But lags were permitted in production of whole 


aa. Here, in comparison to 1975, we are even experiencing a slight 
e. 


“The reason for the lag consists first of all in the fact that the kolkhoses and 
sovkhores could not fulfill their obligations to supply meat and milk. Measures for 
a sharp increase in the production of Z2TsM as protein feed for young animals, of 
course, helped to a certain extent alleviate this shortcoming; and relatively more 
milk has entered the system of trade. However, it was not possible to completely 
cover the lag in this manner. In addition, as was aleo noted at the recent plenary 
session of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Bstonia, a number of 

meat combines have coped poorly with their obligations, particularly those in Tartu 
and Vykhma. As a result of drawn-out reconstruction, these enterprises— at the very 
peak period of supplying meat to the state, the summer of 1980—were not able to 
cope with acceptance and processing of meat in a timely manner. Taking advantage 
of the occasion, I would like to stress that we ought to devote more attention to 
the meat processing enterprises of the republic tian has been the case until now. 
Many of the meat combines are physically obsolete. It is high time they were recon- 
structed and, unfortunately, the solution has been delayed. 


“Complaints to our branches, whether they be food or meat and dairy, seem to be fully 
substantiated. But let us take a look at how much we ourselves in the republic con- 
sume of, let us say, meat and meat products? 


"Statistics bear our that in recent years we have consumed 84 kilograms of meat and 
meat products per capita, which is approximately equal to the scientifically-estab- 
lished norm. It is a little less in neighboring latvia and Lithuania. As far as 
our neighbor to the north is concerned—Finland—the system of prices which is char- 
acteristic of capitalism, and other conditions, do not permit the Finns to consume 
as much meat as we eat ‘ere in Estonia. To some people, such a repot might seem 
surprising. But this is reality; it is a fact. Statistics do show, it is true, that 
Finns on a per capita basis drink more milk than our population. This is true. But 
what sort? The amount of fat in the milk which is sold in the stores in the republic 
as « rule amounts to 2.5 percent. But in Finland it is 1.0 percent and even 0.5 
percent. They also consume less animal fat there. 


“Our successes are at hand. But we are not stopping on our achievements, and shall 
strive to eliminate the shortcomings more rapidly, in order that the food program 
might be carried out much more successfully. 
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“and now about the future. In 1961 reconstruction will begin at the Tallinn milk 
combine, whose productivity does not yet meet the needs of the populace, 


"Ae @ result the combine will be able to accept in one day not 500 tons of milk as 
at the present time, but 600 to 1,000 tons, We are also proposing to start in the 
next few years construction of a second dairy combine in the capital of the republic; 
after all, Tallinn's population is constantly growing, and a new residential 
district is being built in lasnamyae; and, the demand of the residents for a range 
of dairy products is increasing. The Kokhtla-Yarve, Narva, and Rakvere dairy com- 
bines also require reconstruction. The decision has already been made for construc~ 
tion of a new dairy combine in Pyarnu. It is also necessary to reconstruct the meat 
processing industry in Tallinn, Tartu, Narva and Kokhtla-Yarve. And construction of 
& new meat combine will begin in Rakvere. 


"We hope that the planning organs of the republic will treat our proposals care- 
fully. The meat and dairy sector, as was stipulated in the draft of the Basic 
Directions for the Boonomic and Social Development of the USSR, must receive 
further development in the llth Five-Year Plan. 


"Specifically, it has been propsed to achieve by 1965 production of meat of the 
first category, and by-products, in the amount of 164,000 tons (in 1980 there were 
146,400 tons); sausage products, up to 48,000 tons (45,000 in 1980); semiprocessed 
products, up to 30,000 tons (22,500 in 1980); whole milk products (converted to of 
370,000 tons (271,000 tons &. 1980); fatty cheese, up to 16,000 tons (14,500 in 1980), 
etc. 


"In the draft of the Basic Directions it speaks of the necessity for perfecting 
economic ties among the sectors of the agroindustrial complex, and of improving 
the organization and methods of procurements of agricultural products. Our own 
measures are be' g taken with respect to this in the republic as well. 


“Almost one-fifth of all purchases of milk and meat in Bstonia are made in the 
private sector. This provides great assistance to the public sector. We intend to 
strengthen ties between the industry and the individual suppliers of meat and milk 
in the future as well, and are thinking of expanding the system of receiving stations 
are improving their operation. We propose studying the possibility of sale of dehy- 
drated skim milk to the populace as well, for feeding cattle and fowl which belong 
to a private household. 


“The seasonal fluctuation of inflow of cattle at the meat packing plants in recent 
years has grown significantly. Thus, in September and October about twice as many 
arrive as in the first months of the year. As a result the cattle which are acquired 
the plant lose weight, the processing procedure is disrupted, and losses increase. 
order to reduce the seasonal fluctuation, the farms must take the necessary organ- 


“"*Provide for the over-all development of the refrigeration industry,’ is written 
ft of the Basic Directions. Posing the question in such a manner is 
to us. After all the refrigeration industry does not meet the needs of 
the meat and dairy sector. Insufficient refrigeration capacity is especially felt 
during the seasonal fluctuations in procurement which obtain. And what of the 
capacities? In a number of refrigeration plants, including Tallinn's, hard manual 
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labor is employed, with a minimum of mechanisation, Refrigeration plants in other 
cities are physically obsolete, and at the Tartu meat-packing plant in particular. 
We are proposing that 4 number of new, well-mechanised refrigeration plants be

and with the Mintorg /Ministry of of the republic. Only thus will 

we be able to smooth out the seasonal fluctuations in the use of refrigeration plant 
capacities and make thebest possible use of then. 


"It ie imperative, in our opinion, to create in the republic a unified system of 
management of refrigeration plants, to construct and develop it jointly with all 
interested departments. Development of the meat and dairy industry and the refrig- 
eration industry, in consideration of growing agricultural production, as well as 
the needs of the populace—to include the assortment of products—this is the task 
put to us by the party and the government; the task which we are faced with solving 
in the next few years, while carrying out the foodstuff progran.”"

LATVIAN MEASURES FOR SOLVING DEMOGRAPHIC PROBLEMS

[Text] The Latvian SSR Council of Ministers has approved the work 
of the executive committee of the Saldus Rayon Council of People's 


Deputies on improving the demographic situation in the rayon and 
has recommended disseminating this experience. 


In the last two decades the problem of stimulating the birthrate has become more 
and more important to the state and to the public. Whereas in 1960 there were 16.7 
births per 1,000 persons and natural growth amounted to 6.7 people, in 1980 these 
indicators were 13.9 and 1.2, respectively—the lowest in the Soviet Baltic repub- 
lics, 


The systematic decline in the birthrate has very definite negative effects. It 

is sufficient to say that even today, according to the general indicator of employ- 
ment, Latvia occupies one of the first places in the nation, and almost 968 percent 
of its work force is involved in social production (or is studying while continuing 
norm work). But there is no population growth, and there is no reproduction of 
labor resources. 


In order to strengthen the organizational basis which promotes a solution to the 
demographic problem of stimulating natural population growth, the Central Committee 
of the Latvian Communist Party and the republic Council of Ministers adopted last 
year a detailed decree, and gave approval to carrying out a number of corresponding 
measures. It war specifically emphasized that it is necessary to devote special 
attention to creating a favorable social situation which will promote enhancement 
of the prestige of motherhood and fatherhood both in the family sphere, between the 
spouses, and above all the young people, their parents and relatives, and the working 
to working wives-and-mothers, their needs and obligations. 
task has been set for more effectively utilizing the measures 
for assistance and priveleges to mothers with many children, 
those who are bringing up three or more children, for 
terial possesions, everyday life, and others.

and Secondary Special Miucation, The experience of this rayon speaks of the fact 
that it is possible to control the demographic situation and population growth, if 
there is continuous and effective concern for the welfare of the working person, 
for the wife-mother, and for the younger generation. 


And now a word from the Chairman of the Rayispolkom, Sergey Vil'‘evich Upenick: 


“The demographic situation in the rayon, while complicating most of all the shortage 
of manpower, has worried us for a long time, and we've been concerned with improving 
it for a number of years. Upon the initiative of the deputies and with their active 
participation at the sessions of the looal soviets and the meetings of the ispolkonms, 
questions ae being examined from all sides on additional measures for protecting 
motherhood and childhood, improving womens’ working conditions, assisting families 
with many children, building kindergartens and living quarters, vacations, education 
and vocational training for students. The result of this has been long-term plans 
which have been coordinated with the ministries for strengthening the material tasis 
of the kindergartens and schools, medical and cultural establishments, trade enter- 
prises, the system of domestic services to the populace, and sports complexes. 


“And here are the results of the combined efforts: during the past five-year plan, 
there have been built five kindergartens, a secondary school for more than 1,000 
students and three additions to the eight-year schools, seven large trade centers, 
and five cafeterias. The new construction has undoubtedly had significant influence 
on the stablization of the cadres in agricultural production, and have provided a 
firm basis for the training of the future work force. 


“Concern for the workers in the rural areas, in order that they may embrace with al) 
their hearts the land which raised them, nurturing genuine love for their native 
region—is, I believe the most characteristic feature of the activities of the 
permanent commissions of the local soviets. Thus, the commission for health care 
and sovial services together with the women's councils are investigating the housing 
and domestic conditions of families with many children, and are submitting proposals 
for rendering to them the necessary assistance. Presently, for example, on the farms 
and at the enterprises of the Brotseny villiage soviet and the Lutrin', Saldus, 
Remtsy and other rural soviets, such families are offered preferential rights for 
receiving apartments, and are rendered assistance in repairing their living quarters. 
Obtaining funds on credit for housing construction is also practiced widely. 


“Additional priveleges have been established for mothers by resolutions of the 
kolkhoe general assemblies or the governing body. As a rule, the mothers are given 
special benefits: monthly (during the time the child is being nursed, up to a year) 
or onetime grants (upon the birth of the third, and each subsequent child). Such 
practices are in effect at PMK-24, and at the Komunars, Lutrini and Draudziba kol- 
khozes. In the latter two, priveleges have been established for limiting the work- 
day unite required for sothers with small children. 


“A number of farms have assumed the costs for bringing up the children at pre-school 
children's centers. A system of boarding schools has been established at rural 
schools, which completely satisfy the needs of the rayon. Almost a third of the 
students now attend extended-day schools, and the majority of these are provided 
with free nourishment. 
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“A @reat deal is also being done to hold the young people in the rural area. Young 
to in the Soviet Army receive benefits.

It is precisely the entire complex of these measures that has promoted the improve- 
ment in the demographic situation, especially on the kolkhozes. In five years the 
number of kolkhoe residents in the Saldus Rayon has grown by three percent, while at 
the same time in the republic as a whole the rural population has declined by

the rural residents is higher than in the other rayons; analysis of the data on

At the same time it would not be correct to maintain that all the socio-demographic 
problems in the rayon have been solved. There is a very obvious contrast in the 
presence of kindergartens on the farms. The quality of construction of living 
quarters must be higher. Trade in certain manufactured goods and medical services 
leave much to be desired. But here is what is most important: with all the atten- 
tion to the rural women-workers, which was spoken of here, the employment of women 
in production and at hard labor is still high, and this labor is, unfortunately, 
not sufficiently mechanized. And drunkenness and injuries are causing significant 
losses in labor resources. 


Thus, the ispolkom and the deputies have their work cut out for them. They are 
aware of this and, proceeding from their accumulated experience and the provisions 
of the draft of the CPSU Central Committee for the 26th Party Congress, they are 
now working out a new all-around plan for improving the demographic situation in 
the rayon, which they plan to adopt at the mid-year session of the raysoviet. 
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
